The 
rim and foot, where the glaze has run thin, are of 
a dark brovm color, and the underside of the foot is 
unglazed. The bowl is beautifully mended with gold 
lacquer. This is a most unusual apecimen of early 
Sung Chun Yao, and of this quality no other example 
exists in the collections of Europe and America.

'shih* (ten). 

This pair of flov/er-pots formed part of a famous 
group of ChUn-yao v/liich, through a high mandarin of 
the old regime, came from the Imperial palace at 
Mukden. They were originally in the personal 
collection of the Emperor Ch’ien Lung, and are of the 
highest quality of Chun ware.

Floating on the surface of this water are havrthorn 
blossoms in v/hite and sacred symbols in yellov/ and 
aubergine. Sea animals and reefs are interspersed 
around the base. The neck which has a fine yellow 
background, is decorated with rocks, large trees and 
figures of travellers, enamelled in various greens, 
aubergine and black. Encircling the base of the neck 
is a pair of crawling dragons in relief, one green and 
the other aubergine. An exceedingly rare and inter¬ 
esting example.

A magnificant vase of beeiker shape with a raised 
medial band. The design is in three sections and 
completely covers the vase. It is carried out in 
light and dark green, aubergine and white colorings 
on a yellow ground. The neck is decorated with the 
splendid figure of a phoenix (the emblem of the 
Empress), rocks, poenies, magnolia flowers, egrets, 
etc.. The body has two large panels which portray 
the unusual story of the metamorphosis of the Carp 
into Dragonhood. Between these panels is a single 
flower. Around the base are kylins playing with 
the brocaded ball. 

This vase is unique and of the highest quality, 
showing a sumptuous treatment of decoration and 
coloring rarely equalled in this kind. It came 
from a private collection in France, the name of 
which was not divulged.

(2852~2738 B.C.) from figures revealed to him on the 
back of a dragon horse which rose out of the sea. 

The unbroken lines represent the male or celestial 
element in nature, and the broken the female or terrest¬ 
rial.

Figures of 
children at play decorate the neck of the vase. The

One vase 
has three panels of birds and flowers and one of 
squirrels and grapes. The other vase has three 
pjinels also of birds and flowers but the fourth 
one contains a butterfly and flowers. The small 
panels on the necks of each are decorated with 
rocks and flowers. The powder blue bears gilt 
scrolls and traceries, which have become slightly 
rubbed in the course of time. 

The drawing, coloring and enamels on this 
pair of vases are all of the highest quality, and 
the porcelains are therefore, particularly valuable 
pieces. 

The vases are slightly damaged, one having a 




small crack on the neck, and the other having a 
long crack on one side and a slight star crack

A very tall cylindrical vase, imposing in 
shape £ind decorated with all the finest enamels 
of the *f8uaille verte'. On the body a continuous 
design represents a reception at the Emperor Kang 
Hsi's pavilion. The procession shows the Empress 
by his side carrying a fan and walking with her 
suite from the garden to the entreince of the 
pavilion which is surrounded by trees, etc.. The 
rocky landscape, giant pines, pavilions and 
balustrades among the clouds, the numerous figures 
and their rich dresses, together form a marvellous 
scene. On the neck of the vase are the Taoist 
triad, accompanied by children. Colored flowers 
upon a seeded ground form a band on the shoulder. 
This vase is fully described and illustrated 
in color in Gorer and Slacker's work "Old Chinese 
Porcelain and Hard Stones", under no. 109,

A very tall vase of cylindrical form v/ith 
exceptionally beautiful decoration. Pictured on 
the vase is a group of deities bringing votive 
offerings of flowers, etc., in a vehicle drawn by 
sacred antelopes, to Hsi Wang Mu, Queen Mother of 
the West. Attendants carrying symbols of 
imraorteility surround the Queen. Behind this group 
may be seen sacred symbols on masses of rock over¬ 
looking a beautiful stream. A boat formed of the 
trunks of trees floats on the water and is propelled 
by beautifully gowned ladies carrying offerings. 

At the bottom of this vase are pine trees and flowering 
shrubs issuing from the rocks and ascending into the 
clouds. All of this is painted in the most brilliant 
•famille verte' colorings,- greens, aubergine and 
•rouge de fer' predominating. 
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The neck Is decorated with pendeloques, and 
the shoulder v/ith a seeded green ground upon which 
are scattered flowering plants in various colors. 
Between each division is a reserve decorated with 
bamboo in black on a white ground, symbolizing 
immortality. 

This vase, and the foregoing one (No. 106) 
represent the highest quality of 'famille verte’ 
decoration known in any collection.

Near the foot, amid waters beating upon rocks, a 
worshipper in a tub looks upon another immortal 
afloat on a lotus leaf, who is rescuing his lost 
shoe from the waters.

The figures are of superb quality both in modelling and 
in glaze, and their condition is perfect. They have 
come from the E.C. Converse Collection.

A very fine quadrilateral vase rising from the 
base in spreading lines, and slightly flaring at the 
lip. A yellow mottled field forms a colorful ground 
for the profuse flower decoration which covers the 
vase. The panels on the sides are outlined with 
green and contain the flower symbolizing each of the 
four seasons of the year; Lotus for Summer, Tree- 
peony for Spring, ChrysEinthemum for Autumn, and 
Prunus for Winter, in different shades of green, 
aubergine and white and flecked occasionally with 
touches of black. The neck (which is slightly 
damaged) is similarly decorated with flowers and 
rockwork, as well as the shoulder. 

This is a superb expression of the Chinese 
ceramist’s art. 

Although the base has a counter-sunk panel 
containing the mark of the Ch'eng Hua period, 
(1465-1487) it is of Kang Hsi’s reign(l662-1722) .

A. magnificant quadrilateral vase of exquisite 
proportions with a trumpet mouth, and gently tapering 
sides. The ground is a rich black, and each of the 
panels, outlined with a white line, portrays one of 
the flowers of the four seasons, which are as follows 
the Prunus of ’.Vinter, the Tree-peony of Spring, the 
Lotus of Summer, and the Chrysanthemum of Autumn. 

The whole of the decoration is sumptuously 
painted in light and dark green, white, yellow and 
aubergine. The neck is decorated with trees and 
rocks, while on the shoulders are single detached 
flowers. 

A very rare feature of this vase is that 
practically the whole of the decoration is in slight 
relief. Kr. T.J.Larkin said of this; "I know of 
only two other vases of this type wherein this is to 
be found. One which I originally possessed, and 




which ia now, I believe, in the Altman collection, 
and one which, I am told, is in a private American 
collection." 

This vase has sustained a slight damage at the 
neck, the whole of the porcelain, however, being 
preserved.
